Specie Payments to be Resumed.

Beordlary Boutwell's Scheme for Pay-
ing Coin upon the 1st of
January, 1870.

Tie Now York Woerld has the following despatoh
from Washingtet), confirming the statement pub-
ilaled by ns yosterday, that Scoretary Doutwell was
maturing n seheme [or the résnmption of gold and
sliver paymonts:—

Quite n commotion has been created here over n
report coming from apparently authentic sonrces
that Secretary Boutwell 18 mutnring u schome for the
retturn 10 specie payments by the frst of January
next, 'The precise mode which he !'NH adopt to
bring avont that resule 2 not clenr, No person ap-
pears to know whether it will be by reuring three
per cents or aome other mode,

he fact belng apparent that the Snprome Conrt
will, before muny monthg, declde that the legal
tender aot 18 unconstitutional; the Government |«
anxions to anticipate the resuits by securing the re-
urn o spocle payment before the declsion s glven
10 the publie,

Tt {8 already known that Ilon K. G, Spaulding, of
Bufalo, who 18 the reputed suthor of the Legal-
tender act, has alteady publicly declarad that the
Legal-tender aet was onl Fintended to urply donring
the war, enncted to ald the Governmeat in an emer-
gency, and that It I8 cleurly unconstitotional in
timo of peace. In short, that the only power which
Congress had 10 pusa snch a law wis ander the
assumed war powers of the Constitation, This
opinlon, coming from the framer of that law, must
of neceselty have ita eifect upon the Supreme Court,
if in fact it does not foreshodow the declsion of that
court. This adds to the interest whiich I8 taken in
the reported movements of Secretary Boutwell

The Declslon te be Anticipnted,

Tt is privately given out by those who have an in-
sight to matters in the Treasury Department, that
the Secrotary of the Treasury s determined to antl-
olpate this decislon, and thus obviate uny wivers:s
resnlts to the bDusiness interests of the eountry
which might result from such u decision, 1° is like-
wise stated that Mr. Boutwell believes that the time
is mear at hand when specie payments can bhe

resumed withont aoy  serlous  embarrassment
to the country. The reasons given for his
bellef In this respect nre, that the banks of

your oity have now o Inrger surplus of gold than
at any other time for some years, and that this
surplus is likely to be donble the prosent sum by the
first of Junuary. Gold (8 pow a drog on thelr hands,
which, by a return to gpecle payments, can be used
as currency, and In the reguior and legitimute deal-
ings of the country, instead of for specniative pur-
poses, Agaln, the large cotton crop will Indrease
our exports bevond the figures which they have
reaclied since the commencemnsnt of the war, and
thus tarn the balance of trade o our favor, not only
stopping the export of gold, but causing o shipment
of the precious metals to this country from abroadl.

The destruction produced by the war in the South
left that section in a destitute condition, but last
year's uror of cotton was suileient to get the South.
ern people out of debt, which, with their rigld sys-
tem of economy, finds them in a position that the
present crop is nearly all profits, The receipts from
this year's crop will add so much direct wenlth to
the country. lnnsmuch a8 the greater portion of
thig year's cotton crop will be absorbed abroad, It
will return bring to this country an amonnt of
gold in excess of anything which has taken place
sinee 1850 or 1560,

This adds to the feasibility of the goheme which
it in sald, Mr. Bontwell contemplates declaring in
favor of specie payments. e hos on hand in the
Treusury Department abont one hundred millions of
dollars in gold now, {n addition to that which is held
by the banks and will be brought to thid country in
return [or cotton,

One thing is cortpin—~the opinion 18 quile prevae
lent here that the return to Specio puyments by New
Year's Day is in every partieulnr feasible, The onr-
rent gossip ab the same time 14 that the Beoretary of
the Treasury intends to nke advantage of the cir-
cumstances and give the country the boneft of o
specle clrenlation.

Pressure for n Reduction of Amount of tieold
in the Treasury.

There I8 a strong pressure befng brought to beay
on Mr. Boutwell, to indnce him to redace the amoint
of gold In the Government vaalta to thirky milliow:
in order that the question may he settled whether
any further contriction of the currency 18 necessary
to equalize the valoe of greenbacks and gold, n8
step towards specle payments,  Those who urge this
course argue that the sale of seventy millions of
gold on the market would bring the value of gold
nearer to the praper valus in relation to groenbacks ;
and Inthis way the question could be determingd
whether i further contraction of the enrrency would
be essentinl before specle payments could ve re-
sumed,

All these rumors and gossip, pressure and liguring
clegrly indicate that we are on the ove of extraordi-
n ry tmencial operations on the part of the Govern-
munt, Taken with the prospect of an early declsion
vy the Supreme Cotirt on the Legal-tenider aot, the
public need not be surprised wt an early coonp (o'efot
on the part of the Secrotary 01 the Treasury, wilch
will notloeably chnnge the reintive valaes of gold and
currency on
jation in goid, chunging 1t from an article of mer-
chandise to that of currency,

It I8 too good a thing to hope for from this adminis-
tration, bak, if reports are tu be belleved, the expert-
ment is to be tried. The Secrelary’s project s asald

Tho case of Dr, Paul Schoeppe, who I3 now in
prison o this place, and under the sentence of death,
I certainly one of the most exelting ra well os the
most Intercsting that has been placed belore the
publi¢ for many years, The talent of the young
muan; the difference between hils age and that of the
lady he had engagod to marry, her sitnation in life,
and ler remarkabie and tragle doath; the [nterest
manifested by the friends of the actased, and the
efforts that have anl are being made to give him
that life which an execution of the lnw shall take
away, are all circumstances which iend to the case
an interest which commands the attentian of people
of all classes. Nor (8 this all; for the case not only
lavolves the taking away of a life, but it alsp nvolves
grave questionsg of selence, whereln men who profess
n knowledge of the offects of dliferent Kinds of
poison will find much that may prove of interest to
them, and at the same tme nid jostice ln working
out her ends correctly.

If a murder ({t 15 sald that a clear case of poison-
ing was never made out), it 13 certajuly one of the
best planned, most sklifully execented, and heart.
le#s decds that has come before the pablie for many
yenrs, And besides this, thoere i3 a degroo of tragic
romance olinging about the swhole afMndr that at
once commands the attention of the pablie, who
are strangers to both parties, and have no intcrest
i the matter save that of sceing the laws oxecutod,
ghould the accusged be gullty, withont fear or avor,

Nistory of the Unse.

The history of the case, from the commencement
of thearrival of the accused In this quarter, 15 as
follows:—

Some time In the snmmer of 65, o young and pre-
posgessing Germun came 9 this town from New
York, where he had 4amded but a few days beiors,
and pat up at the Dontz House. Ilis father wasa
elergyman in the town, and the able manners and
evident intelligence of the gentlemen immaodiatoly
gave him an cnfee into soclety, and he was intro-
deeed o8 Doctor Panl Schoeppe, but recently from
Berdin, Progein, Soon after ne took np his abode at
the Benty House he nade the acqualntance of a
maiden luly, who was also o boarder at the game
hotel, by the name of Maria M. Stennecke, For a
long time—that I8 o say, some weeks—there was
nothing of & marked or noticeable character existing

From all accounts it would ap-
pesar that Miss sStennecke was one of thuse pedi-
llarly constituted persons who, having nothing else
to do, nre continnally alling, and heor complalits
coming to the Doctor's ears, they enlistod that gon-
tleman'd professionu) sympathles, and cre longy wao
find him preseribing o few slmple remedics, such ns
her cafe seemoed to demand, and thas the aoquaine.
ance, which afterwards cume to ripen luto 8 inalure
and amlisguised love, on her part at e
commenced,

It was Known to everrbody that Miss Stennecke
wWus woalthy, and it is reagsonable to suppose that tho
intelligent young physiclan was not long in deriviog
the svme Information, for nolwithstunding that ho
was atthe time only abaub twenty-soven vears ol
oge, andd the Indy somewhere between dfey-lve and
seventy, his services soon changed from those of u
physician and medklcal sdviser to the adaration of o
lover, Inthis there s nothing particularly astonlsh-

(The reader will nnderstand that noboly save
thoss immediately interested knew anything of the
cxistence of the second will in behalf of Dr.
Schoeppe.) Whan thls will was presented, saspl-
clons was arouscd which flpaily led to the post-
mortem exXamination of the stomach of deceased,
and the ulfimate arrest of Dr. Paul Sehoeppe,
charged with having murdored hey.

The greatest excitement existed at the time, And
Charles E, Maglaughlin, Esqg., the district a‘torney

Dewseviption of the Prisoner.

Dr. Panl Schoeppe 12 o fine looking young fellow,
about twenty-elght vears of age, He stands ab ot
five feet ton inches ia his stockings, and has 4 most
pleasing, not 1o say open countenance, His eyes
are dork brown, but too small and surface-like, to
be called handsome, 1S features are reguiar with
a prominent ohing his mouth 18 rather large, aud iq
overhung by black straggly monstache. Iis complex-
fon 18 dark, but |8 without that swarthyness so fre.
uently found among the new arrivals from the
Cerman States, His hair it blagk and Inxariant,
Toakenall in all, however, the doctor wonld pass o
fazhionable goclety as a man of the necessary weignt,
both mentally and physieally, to take among the
ldies, For o man who has been in the country so
short o time, the prisoner speaks the most excellent
English, and 8 endowed with the most winning
woys, as well as all the politeness and courtesy of a
prince of the bhlood,

Whe He Ix,

As we have before mentioned, the prisoner is ahong
twenty-elght yeurs of age. Heo was born at a viliage
near Frankfort-on-the-Madn. His father was and 18
Hnow & minister In the German Lutheran Church.
After receiving n fuir educntion at home, Panl was
gent to college ot Heldelberg, where he remained
somewhat over a year, He was then sent to another
college In Herlln, Prossia. After receiving his ai-
ploms (he presentid It to us for examination), he
hocame o pliyslcian in the Charity Hospital at Ber-
Iin. About this thne his father emigrated to this
country, leaving Panl to follow Wm ot such time as
might prove most conyenient,  Strange reports have
reached this conntry concerning the reason why the
doctor left Berlin, bt a8 we know nothing of the
matier further than what appears in his statement,
we leave that subject, and proceed to trace him since
W's arrival (n this conntry, In Augnst, 1964, thedoe-
tor arrived in New York, and after spending a few
inys In that city, made his way to this place, where
hiis father ocenpiod a pulpit at that time, On arriving
here, he pit up at one of the leading hotels of the
place, and inalittie while his fine appearance ana
plenging manners had made him quite at home, ag
well ns a fine cirele of acquaintances. It was here
that he first mwde the aequalntance of his alleged
vietim, Miss Marla M Stennecke,

Miss Mavin M, Stennecke.

Miss Marly 3. Stennecke was the danghter of a
rospectabile gentleman of this town, one of the first
settlers of the place. By some, it {8 asserted that
Migg Maria wns born here about the year 1500: others
gay a fow yeara earlicr: others that that event oc-
curred & few years later, At any rate, at the time of
her death she was a lady well advanced (n years.
Her father was o physician, and, although not
wealthy, she Inherited Irom him a degree of pride
which bid the plain young men of her acquaintance
stand aloof, and this we find her, at the time that
Doctor Paul Schoeppe made heracquaintance, still s
malden.
